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HUGHES ON SPIRIT OF PLAY. 


Governor Praises Playground System 


and Us 'Work In Cities. 


Governor Charles Evans Hughes of 


New York wusl the principal speaker 
at a receut session of the second au- 
nual congress ojf the Playground Asso- 
ciation of America, which has boon 
holding forlb a^f the Amcriciui Museum 
of Natural History, in New York city. 
He said the best way to ttalu a boy to 
do right is licit to lecture him into 
tears about his wrongdoing, but to 
show him the delight of a iioble and 
happy boyhood. 


"The successjful worker must have 


the spirit of play in his heart,'' said 
Governor Huglies, "and the successful 
man is'ouly a'boy -nilh a man's ex- 
perience. He must have the zest, the 
devotion, tlio spirit of comradeship, 
the capacity of'self forgetfulness, add- 
ed to the wholesome outlook of the life 
o* the boy. if lie is to do a man's work 
in the -norld. ] How are we in our 
grent congested population to make 
possible ttte spirit of play, the oppor- 
tunities which are essential to the de- 
velopment of the normal manhood? 
I cannot aid you by expressing a sug- 
gestion, but I ican bid you godspeed 
from the bottom of my heart. 


"We are figthmg with intelligence, 


and. 
'•ne hope, 'wisely, the great white 


plague. . But the dread disease of tu- 
berculosis must' be successfully fought 
by 
developing 
stamina, 
physical 


strength, plenitude in all the physical 
activities. 
We must nourish that 


strength hi cliildhood. 
We do not 


want simply hospitals and pavilions 
and notices givmg instructions to those 
who are infirm. We want to save tlio 
health of the country so that we may 
develop a stroAg, well nurtured com- 
munity. 
| 
;'If we are thinking of nothing else 


but the preservation of life and the 
croper function of go\ eminent in pro- 
tecting against! the community expo- 
sure of the people to infection and the 
Inroads of disease, we \\ould make it 
one of our first, objects to secure ade- 
quate playgrounds for children in the 
free air and ghie them opportunities of 
rescuing themselves from their over- 
crowded abodes, 


"We want playgrounds to conserve 


the morals of the people. There may 
be some who look upon human nature 
as absolutely debased and yet recall it 
as exhibiting here a very extraordina- 
ry illustration qf spasmodic ~\ irtue, vir- 
tue in spite of1 tendency. Hy opinion 
»s that the average boy and girl are 
good. I believfe tuat every man and 
woman would rather do right than 
wrong. 
I 


'•And, knowidg what makes for a re- 


duction of unnecessary temptation, it 
makes it easier to ba~\ e wholesome liv- 
ing that nourishes normal youth with a 
fair chance for gratifying normal appe- 
tite. That is" a' safeguard of the coun- 
try and of the institutions of our gov- 
ernment,

''We want playgrounds in order thai 


we may de^ eloip the sentiment of hon- 
or. In the playground the boy learns 
without any suggestion of rebellion 
against instruction and precept and 
preaching. He learns it because he 
does not want anybody else to cheat 
him, 
and he la down on the boy that 


does not play tair. Thereby he main- 
tains a standard which we must estab- 
lish in the comjnunity and particularly 
hi our great cities.". 


Governor Hughes said he did not be- 


lieve in making boys compete in sports 
that necessitated training which they 
lacked merely 1 o encourage play. Eon- 
tine and schedules and a training 
which smack ofe a playground congress 
should be banished, he said, and the 
playgrounds should oe for hoys and 
girls who just n ant to play.

TREATMENT OF CROUP. 


How to Relieve Congestion Quickly 


and Avoid Choking. 


It Is usually at uislu that croup de- 


velops .nid may bo caused by some ex- 
posure or reason \\liich the mother 
cannot fiithoui. The symptoms usual- 
ly aiv iminislakablp, being a hard, dry 
cotij.'li arid the utmost diniculty in 
bioathing, en using the litlle sufferer 
to show extreme pain. This state 
jiolds almost immediately (o hot ap- 
plicalions and simple medic-lues and 
so may be treated without a physician 
unless the crcup seems to be too se- 
vere. In that case a doctor should be 
sent for at once. 


Croup is a gathering of mucus, the 


result of a cold, and a dose of castor 
oil should be ghen as soon as it fair 
be swallowed, says the Washington 
Star. If there has been no action on 
the liver it is well to ghe douche 
of -warm, soapy water, but both of 
these may be delayed until heat is ap- 
plied. 


For this treatment first wring some 


flannels in water as hot as the baby's 
skin can stand without burning and 
put them over the throat, constant]j 
changing, so that the heat may no 
grow less.' The baby should be left 
in the bed and warmly cohered, and 
a vapor inhalation should be fixed and 
ready for use at the earliest moment. 


If a child shows a disposition to 


croup—and some babjes have it for 
years—it is well to keep a cioup ket- 
tle in the house, for the steam mhala 
tion is so much easier given with it 
Lacking that, however, a very fair 
substitute may be made by putting a 
large towel or sheet over the top of 
the bed to form a tent or covering 
over the head and directing into this 
the nose of the kettle of boiling water 
This kettle should be on a gas or al- 
cohol stove by the bed, that the steam 
may be kept up, and, of course, one 
must be careful it does not overturn 
Another thing to guard against is the 
infant being burned by the steam. The 
latter will do this if it strikes him di 
rectly, but not if it goes by him, at 
the same time filling the tent. Any ef- 
fort he may make to get away from 
this stca:u breathing, to which in pain 
and the strangeness of it he may ob 
jeer, must be prevented, for the steam 
will soften the mucus quicker than 
anything else. 


Should this not relieve the child 


quickly a few drops of sirup of ipecac 
may be given every fifteen minutes un- 
til the baby vomits, and no time should 
be lost in getting a physician. Until 
he arrives, however, the mother's et- 
fort should be to relieve the congestion 
and prevent choking. 


An old fashioned application for 


croup is goose oil, used because of its 
penetrating quality. At the beginning 
of an attack this is rubbed quickly and 
thoroughly into the throat and chest, 
and then heat is applied to drive it in. 
A hot water bag will serve for this 
purpose, putting a flannel between it 
and the skin. - 


Croup, except in extreme cases, is 


not a thing to c<«ise anxiety if one 
works quickly and has plenty of hot 
things at hand. 


How to Use Green Peppers. 


In the last few years peppers have 


been growing in favor as a vegetable 
.and- as a salad. For the latter it is ex- 
cellent chopped up to give a flavoring 
to tomatoes and mixed in with fresh 
cabbage served with French dressing 
For more elaborate effects use the 
green peppers whole, stuffed 
with 


chopped sweetbreads, and serve on 
hearts of lettuce. Wash and cut off 
the tops of the peppers, carefully re- 
move the seeds and set on the ice t< 
chill. Boil the sweetbreads and season 
them when still hot with salt, pcp'per 
and plenty of butter. If a small piece 
of onion is put in the water in which 
they are boiled the .flat taste to which 
many persons object in using sweet- 
breads as' salad is removed. When 
cold cut in dice about a half inch square 
and mix thoroughly with a highly sea 
soned mayonnaise 
Fill the peppers 


with the sweetbieads and put a te: 
spoonful of mayonnaise on top of each, 
one.
